near Lathpal Sanchmala and Topidunga wete completely cut 
off Wireless messages from the detachments teported that 
supplies had been exhausted and the weather was daily get 
ting worse Tiom September 15th to 20th all eftoits by the 
base depot aL Milam to rush up tcllcf and supplies proved 
futile and the detachments weie faced with starvation 
] fforls were made to dtop supplies from the air but when 
these did not materialise by the 23rd September, the cletaih 
ments at Sanchmala and I aLhpal left for Clioodang Attempts 
to air drop supplies on the 24th and 25th were also unsur 
cessful as the plane tailed to obseive the giound signals put 
out by the stianded peisonncl In despeiatxon the contingent 
made its way to Topidunga aftet crossing the Khangul Pass 
leaving all tliclr equipment llieic it being physically impossi- 
ble to cany it over with them In the meantime, they weir 
informed that an airdrop would be arranged on the 26th 
Septembci between 08 30 and 09 30 bouts at a plate called 
I auka 

On the moi uing of the 26th September Head Operatot 
Virendta fhaudta Upreti who was in charge of the Radio 
Station at Sanchmala made a bold bid to Teach I auka with 
his wireless set which he had managed to bung with him 
acioss the khangru Pass before the appointed hour Single 
handed and cariyitig the wireless equipment on his back Jie 
made his way through heavy snow and succeeded in reathhig 
I auka and establishing the station there at 8 O' clock At 
about 09 06 hours the plane of the Indian Air Force carrying 
the supplies aulved but as low flying over the place was 
impossible it being hemmed in by very high mountains on 
either side, the plane could not locate the party At this 
pmctuic Still Vircndra Chandia IJpicti showing great initiative 
changed over the frequency of his transmitter to that of the 
aeroplane and established contact with it At fiTSt the pilot of 
the plane did not pay any attention to his signals hut later 
started to follow them Iti the meantime the Head Operator 
who was in charge of the Radio Station at Lathpal also 
arrived and together they guided the plane until it observed 
the ground signals put out hy the party and the entire sup 
plies were diopped without any loss 

By his coinage and initiative Head Operatoi Vircndra Chan 
dia ITprcti helped to save the lives of some 48 officers and men 
of the Provincial Armed Constabulary 41 traders who had 
been trapped in the snowbound area and 12 muleteeis and 
then mules
